On February 24, 2004, a Petition Decision was mailed in response to a Petition 
Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.181, filed by Applicants on July 11, 2003, to clarify the record in the 
above-captioned application. Copies of the Petition Decision (Exhibit A) and the Petition 
Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.181 (Exhibit B) are transmitted herewith.
